A New Zealand correspondent sug­ 
gest* that tile ravages <>f certain larva* 
mi some co u n trie s might bt* greatly ro- 
mMeted by the introduction of th# New 
Zealand moth catching plant, Araugia 
h)ben- 
Tins plant. Which is a native 
•lf SOU bern Africa, was introduced to 
New Zealand quite accidentally al>out 
seven years ago. ami sine*) then it has 
been extensively propagated thereon a c ­ 


co u n t of its effective service as a killer 
of d- struct ive moths. 
Wher* ver the * limate is m ild th** 
plant M an e«c*-*-*iingly free grower. 
It 
twine* ami climbs w ith great luxuriance 
ami produces immense numbers of white 
or pinkish flowers, which have a very 
agreeable scent. 
'I In-'*' flowers attract 
innumerable moths. (h i a sn miner oven 
ing a hedge of araugia w ill be coverts! 
by a perfect cloud of moth*, and in tin- 
morning th cre w ill not boa single flow 
*>r that do** not imprison one or two 
and sometimes as many as four insect* 
of various siz-w Mid genera. 
I he action 
of ti)** araugia is purely m echanical 
Tim calyx of the flower is ribber deep. 
aiel the receptacle for its sweet juices is 
placed at its base. Attracted by the pow 
artal scent and the prmquect of honey, 
the moth dives down the calyx ami pro­ 
trudes its proboscis to reach tin* tempt 
ing food, but before it can do so the 
proboscis is nipped between two strong, 
bard,* Mack pinchers, which guard the 
passage, ami once nipped there is no es 
cape for th- moth, which is held a* in 
a vis*- bv th*- ext rem*'cml of the probes 
- is and tiles miserably 
Tin ' ‘rationale” of the process is not 
yet explained. 
Tho proboscis is so very 
slightly insert* -I between tile pincher* 
(only am inate traction of an inch) that 
it apparently cannot aff* et th** g- nera- 
tive organs of th*' plant unless these 
may lie til** pinch* rs th- mselv* >, whose 
actual contact may Is* necessary tor re 
product ion.

I ontaiy position, ur<-- 
invariably found to I*** almost Mi contact, 
the separating int*-) * a1 U-iiig apparent 
tinder a strong lens. I i i * therefor© hard 
to understand w hy such a proci-ss as the 
destruction of a moth should he neces­ 
sary to close this already minute gap. 
But. at all - vt nts, th** thing is done, 
and effectively, and a plant of araugia 
covering a space of ten yards in length 
w ill destroy as many hundred moths ev­ 
ery night, ami consequently prevent the 
ravages of 50 times as many larva*. 
It 
isH however, a singular fact that in New 
Zealand, wher** the plant has often l**eu 
cultivated for the express purpose of de­ 
stroying th* detested codling moth. Car- 
pocapsa pomenalla, that w ily insect de­ 
clines to enter tho trap.
